PARIS, NOV. IS - (INS! — The 
Western military alliance, hailed af 
year ago as the armed hope of Eu- j 
rope. has bad rough sledding 
Although nearly every nation in 
It bas felt the urgent need for a 
cohesive military front, the dom- 
plexltlea of organisation and the 
•(trident voices of nationalism have 
served so far to deter real progress 
Viscount Montgomery, supreme 
chief cd the Western force, has pri­ 
vately referred to the Hrs! year as 
“very trying.” 
This is generally 
considered an understatement. 
Many In France feel the alliance 
has wed them to a situation In 
which they are dominated by ttrlt- 
ain. Others believe that the insist­ 
ence France provide thirty divisions 
of troops, with air and sea support 
to come from other sources and na­ 
tions. makes France the most im­ 
portant of all partners Iii (he alli­ 
ance. 
Whatever the basis for the com­ 
plaint between partners, aud some 
believe it Is a personality clash at 
the top. Impartial observers in 
Paris think It will he a “long time” 
before true unity and alliance is 
reached despite the progress made 
at the recent big Three conference 
to the Fraach capital. 
The fact there has been disagree­ 
ment In the alliance, however, has 
not slowed France's determination 
to point IU national program to­ 
ward a goal which will enable wri- 
rounded defense In the atomic age. 
For France, as mach as Finland, 
feels keenly the nearness of the 
only real potential enemy In Europe 
or Asia. 
France, like Ragland, Is hinder*^ 
by a dire shortage to defense funds 
and 
by 
her 
own 
commitment* 
abroad.. These Include the struggle 
In Indo-China which has been 
costly drain, and demands in Africa. 
which the French propose to de­ 
velop as an even stronger second 
ary defense chain than they were 
able to weld during the last war 
But France, at home, Is not yet 
convinced of the soundness of the 
overall plan for European defense 
as It affects her. The 30-dlvislon 
gual set up under the alliance pro­ 
gram does not seem sufficient to

DO you walk In beauty like the 
night or do you hobble around In 
tight shoes which cause the toes to 
twinge, the soles of your feet to 
burn? Do you use your head when 
buying shoes? 
Few women have their little feet 
properly shod. The main idea is to 
find fancy casings that will make 
the trotters look small and nifty. 
But what about comfort? lf you 
don’t look comfortable you can’t 
look attractive and that’s a fact. 
Make an effort to find the correct 
last, the style of shoe that conforms 
te the contour of your foot, and 
•ce to it that it has a flexible leather 
sole that will provide easy move­ 
ment. When your feet hurt, you 
hurt ail over. You feel like snarling 
if anybody looks at you. Fess up, 
isn’t it true? Even an earth angel 
will get a curdled disposition if her 
shoes are too short or too narrow. 
Pumice Stone 
Give your feet the hygienic care 
Ie which they are entitled. When 


having your bath scrub your hoofs 
with a rich lather and a heavy 
brush. The friction will hustle up 
circulation. Have a toilet pumice 
stone to use on the bark of your 
heels where the top of the shoe 
often rubs, onuses the skin to 
thicken. The stone can also be used 
on calloused spots that come on 
the outer side of the big toe. Of 
course if your shoes were right you 
wouldn’t have thee* pedal griefs 
A vigorous massage with mineral 
oil will help the feet if you have 
been doing a good deal of walking 
or standing for some hours. Treat 
each toe separately. Smooth the oil 
along the sole and over the heel. 
Clasp your fingers under your foot, 
rub from toes to ankle with your 
thumbs, pressing into the flesh. The 
oil will soften corns that may be 
forming. 
After your tub, sprinkle foot with 
fragrant bath powder. Use it with 
light friction. Sprinkle it in your 
shoes. It will absorb moisture, lf 
your feet are inclined to perspire, 
rinse your stockings in water in 
which boric acid has been dissolved.
